QUIRIPA - FROM ARUBA. s.ae 


There are several references to the strange ‘button 
money’ of the Caribbean which has been written about 
by various investigators and historians. These so- 
called buttons were made of shell and called QUIRIPA 
and circulated as currency among the natives occupy- 
ing the coastlines of Colombia, Venezuela and the 
Caribbean islands. 


It is known that some Indians used the quiripa to buy 
a woman (Poeck, 1974, pg 170). The Acheguas exchang- 
ed their people to the Chiricoa=Guahibo for these 
quiripa and also paid their taxes to the chief with 
them (Rivero, 1956, pg 160). The Gigaras sold their 
wheat to the Aricos and received quiripa as payment 
(Acosta Faignes, 1961, pg 73; Jerez, 1952, pg 36.) 


The Aruacs, the tribe from which the Indians of Aruba 
have descended, used quiripa and feather money to 
purchase European products. Today it is assumed that 
the quiripa coinage was not only used on the north 
coast of South America, but also in the Andean moun- 
tain range in Venezuela and near the Orinoco River. 
Many of these button-like quiripa were found in these 
areas (Salas 1908, pg 71). 


Among the many other tribes which may have used the 
quiripa were the Giros, Nucuys, Ganaguas, Cuates and 
TIDICIZD1S*% 


In Casanare, Venezuela, a chain of quiripa was valued 
at two reales. In Trinidad, its value was known to 
have reached a high value of eight reales. The Dutch- 
men brought quiripa for their slaves and the Spaniards 
exchanged them for goods and later sold them back in 
arm lengths (Gilij, 1965, Page 2+, Rey Fajardo, 1974, 
page 256). 


Production of the quiripa by the Indians was very com- 
plicated and difficult without the use of metal ob- 


. y- 


jects. Of course, only a few trained individuals 
ould produce such work. 


Men carried their quiripa around their waists and 
arms. The women used it around their necks and in 
their hair. It was a social emblem of economic pride 
to wear ones wealth. 


A place in Aruba, named by the Spanish as Boton (mean- 
ing button) is where many quiripa pieces have been 
found. It has been suggested that this is a site 

of a quiripa mint. Other historians have supported 
the theory that Aruba was an important commercial 
center and may have been the home of a chieftan. 


A word of gratitude must be expressed to the Aruban 
Institute of Culture for this information.

‘In 1917, Henry Ford ordered the minting of a coin 
bearing his own likeness. It resembled the Lincoln 
penny, but bore the motto "Help the Other Fel low" 

in place of "In God We Trust", and was engraved with 
Ford's portrait instead of Lincoln's. 


Ford had no intention of fobbing off the funny money 
as the real thing, despite its deliberate likeness 

+o the Lincoln cent. Rather, he planned to hand it 
out to friends and customers as a good will gesture. 


Detroit's Weyhing Brothers jewelry firm was hired 

+o strike the die, and a million coins were ordered. 
However, the U.S. entry into World War | scuttled 
the project after just a handful of coins had been 
+urned out - but not before Ford had proven that a 
resourceful industrialist not only could earn money, 
he could make it. A Ford cent is now worth about 
$5.

The next time you see the President of the 
United States on television, look for a 
bald eagle near him. It's the one on 
the President's official seal, design- 
ed after the Great Seal of the 
United States. Here's how an 
eagle got to be on the Country's 
SGALG «ss 


July 4, 1776, America's first 
Independence Day. The Con- 
tinental Congress wanted a 
brand new seal, or sym- 
boOl>~ to’ 06 With ats 
brand new nation. This 
seal could be stamped 
onto documents such as 
peace treaties or shown 
on buildings such as 
embassies. 


Benjamin Franklin, John 
Adams and Thomas Jef- 
ferson were picked to 
come up with the design. 
An easy job for three 
great men, right? Wrong! 
Four years and dozens of 
ideas later, the U.S. still 
had no official seal. 


A second committee tried again 
in 1780. No luck. A third met 
in May Of 1782. But still nothing 
looked right. 


Then the problem was dumped on to the 
Secretary of Congress, Charles Thompson. 
In just one week, he came up with a winner. 


From the first committee, Mr Thompson took the ideas 
of a shield, a scroll, and a Latin Motto, E PLURIBUS 
UNUM (Out of Many, One). 


From the second committee, he picked 13 
stripes, 13 stars, an olive branch and an 
arrow. 


From the third group came a small 
eagle, the ancient symbol of strength 
and power. The eagle was the idea 
of Willaim Barton, an artist pick- 
ed by the committee to come up 
with a design for the seal. 


But eagles had appeared on 
other mations seals. Mr 
Thompson wanted HIS seal 
to be strictly American. 
He decided to use a 
bald eagle. It lived 
on no other contin- 
ent. 


Mr Thompson sketched 

out his ideas: a sec- 

tion of blue on the 

red-and-white shield; 

a circle of clouds 

around the stars; an 
olive branch for peace 
in the eagle's right 
claw; arrows for war in 
TES Tere. 


Then he took his drawing 
(which looked like a chicken 
in a thunderstorn) back to 
William Barton for more work. 


Together the two men came up with 
a design that Congress really loved. 


"Approval" was voted for the Great Seal 
on June 20 1782. The bald eagle was the 
new symbol of the United States of America. 

It was now the 'official' eagle:

Two centuries ago, on June ZO 1/82, America's Conti- 
nental Congress adopted the American eagie as our 
national symbol. The great white-headed bird is in 
the news again because this 1s the YEAR UF THE EAGLE. 


President Reagan has signed a joint congressional re- 
solution to make ofticial the designation by the 
National Wildlife Federation and thus help along the 
nation-wide celebration. 


There is something to ceiebrate - it you like eagles. 
Although the big "bald" bird is stili listed by the 
U.S. fish and Wildlife Service as endangered in 43 of 
the lower 48 states and threatened in the other five, 
indications are that it is coming back, slowly. Yet 
another check on its progress has been made by some 
4,000 observers during the Wildlife Federations third 
annual census, the most complete mid-winter count 
available. 


In 1981 there was a 5% increase to 13,709, including 
an estimated 9,500 migrants that had flown in to avoid 
the worst ot the winter in Canada and Alaska. This is 
two or three times the number tallied in other more 
limited censuses by the Wildlife Service and others.

it was partly a matter of luck that the eagle's image 
now appears on the Great Seal of the United States, on 
dollar bills, uniform buttons, flag staffs, stamps, 
door knockers, and what have you.... Congress approved 
an eagle design dictated by its secretary, Charles 
Thomas, after rejecting the recommendations of ‘three cc 
mittees and several artistg during a period of six year 
The eagle won out over mythological and other contend- 
ers, including the wild turkey favored by Benjamin 
Franklin. 


John James Audubon noted that "the great strength, dari 
and cool courage of this eagle, plus his unequaled pow- 
er of flight, render him highly conspicuous among his 
brethren.'' He is, indeed, conspicuous with his gieam- 
ing head and tail teathers, his /-foot wingspread and 
his fierce yellow eyes, even in the company of his lean 
er more aggressive cousin, the golden eagle. The Ameri 
can dwells only on this continent, whereas the goiden 
eagle ranges world-wide. 


There has been specutation that the eagle might never 
have made it as a national symbol had it not been adopt 
ed while the new nation was still at war with England. 
The spread-eagle design shows the bird with 13 war arrec 
symbolizing the 13 original states, in one talon, and 
an olive branch in the other. ‘Three wars later, such 
a bird became the most famous one in American history. 


He was OLD ABE, a Yankee who screamed defiance to the 
Confederates in battle time and again. Today, the 
screaming eagle shoulder patch of the 10lst Airborne 
Division harks back to Old Abe, whose heroics made the 
Eighth Wisconsin Infantry Regiment widely known in the 
Civil War and afterwards. 


Captured by an Indian and sold for $2.50 to Capt. 
James E. Perkins, who was organizing a company at 
Eau Claire, the bird became the company mascot. When 
the company marched into its parent regiments camp to 
the tune of Yankee Doodle, the story goes, he seized 


corner of the flag and extended i: full length. 
erkins was soon turning down $200 offers for him.

HISTORY OF SAN DIEGO COUNTY INTER-CLUB NUMISMATIC COUNCI 


On Sunday, July 19, 1959 by adoption of a set of by-laws 
by the old Coinarama Committee, the San Diego County 
Inter-Club Numismatic Council] came into being. The 
by-laws of this organization state that the parti- 
cular object of this Council shall be the planning, 
Preparation for and conducting of those numismatic 
functions in San Diego County which call for the 

joint efforts and cooperation of all numismatists, 

and partcularly those who are members of San Diego 
County Coin Clubs. 


The old Coinarama Committee referred to above, were 
all members of San Diego Numismatic Society who were 
active in the First Coinarama held October 26, 1958 
at the Continental Room of the San Diego Hotel. This 
committee was composed of the following: General 
Chairman Leonel C. PANOSH; Secretary L. T. GOTTSCHALL; 
Treasurer Joe MILLER; Publicity Joe GIVENS; Auction 
Doug DECKER; Entertainment Pau] HAMM; Displays 

Francis JONES; J. J. ANDERSON & Aage ANDERSEN and 
Bourse Paul BOLTZ. 


Much time and thought was spent on the selection of 

a name. San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic 
Council] was first thought to be too long. However, 
it was meant to be all inclusive, it is, and the name 
has proven to be a winner. 


This Council was the brainchild of that Grand Old 
Gentleman of Numismatics, Mr. Leonel C. PANOSH. His 
foresight, his organizational ability, his carefully 
weighed advice, and decisions rendered between smoke 
rings have proven to be gems of wisdom. When one 
attends a club meeting in this area today you will 
find the officers conducting their meetings much 

as Mr. Panosh previously set the example.

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HRONOLOGICAL HISTORY OF THE SAN DIEGO COUNTY COIN CLUBS 


SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY,INC. The society had its 
eginning 1n February 1937 when Dr Bruce Wallace 
invited a few numismatic friends to his office to 
discuss the formation of a coin club. The formal 
organization was completed in June 1937, with the 
election of officers and the adoption of a consti- 
tution and by-laws. "The object of the Society shall 
be to promote, develop, and foster numismatics in all 
its branches along educational, historical, and 
scientific lines, and to provide opportunities for 
good fellowship. The club shall also promote coin 
collecting among the general public". 


Dr Wallace became the first president and served in 
that capacity for seven years. Thus the third oldest 
club west of the Mississippi was started. When the 
club was just one year old, it hosted the Far Western 
Numismatic Convention, attracting coin collectors from 
up and down the West Coast. 


Meetings were informal during the early years; there 
was no definite program and Anna Merle Panosh recalls 
that they sat around a long table at the Gas and 
Electric Building and talked. Later, members began 
bringing their coins for auction and membership grew. 


While Lew Panosh was president in 1948-49, he conceived 
the idea of printing a club bulletin and chose Tom Ward 
as editor. Tom kept it going for eight years. 


While planning the 1949 CSNA convention, several 
prominent out-of-town California numismatists 
joined and still maintain membership--Abe Kosoff, 
Dr C.L.Emmons, Kenneth Lee, Roy Hill and Ralph Mitchell. 
The roster began to have the appearance of a "Who's 
Who in California Numismatics". The club received 
much support from these members, as they assisted 
frequently by speaking at our monthly meetings, acting 
as Installation Officers and Masters of Ceremonies. 


In 1950 SDNS began to receive national recognition as 
it won ninth place in the National Coin Week competi - 
tion.In 1953 Dr Wallace was instrumental in Starting 
a coin exhibit at the San Diego County Fair. In 1951 


the club was awarded second place in the National Coin 


1] 


Week Competition. From there the club went on to the 
first award the next year. 


As the years passed other names began to appear with 
increasing frequency including Dwight Safford who has 
contributed so many excellent articles for our bulletin. 


The club has hosted the California State convention many 
times including 1955, 1960, 1965, 1969,1974 and 1980. 
General chairmen have been many and include newer names 
added to the roster of the club. 


The club moved to larger quarters in May 1957 and the 
attendance grew during the sixties. Then in the early 
seventies membership diminished with deaths and moving 
of members to other parts of the world. Some retained 
membership but the need for a smaller hall caused the 
move to North Park Recreation Center in December 1973. 


Joe Garside was appointed librarian in 1958 and he 
Organized the material, built shelves and wrote articles 
for the bulletin on a regular basis. He was succeeded 

by Margaret Mooney and Anna Merle Panosh. With the last 
move there was no room for the library and its use had 
decreased so the materials were sold at auction to member 


In 1958 Dr Wallace established the Elise Wallace Memorial 
Perpetual trophy in honor of his wife. This trophy has 
been awarded each year to a member of the SDNS who makes 
the most interesting and outstanding numismatic display 
at the County Fair. The trophy will be retired in 1982 
as it has reached the maximum number of names. 


In 1967, the Leonel C. Panosh trophy was established to 
honor the exhibitor of the year at club meetings. It 

was at Lew's suggestion that the first COINARAMA was held 
26 October 1958. This was a great success and as a | 
result the San Diego Inter-Club Numismatic Council was 
founded. 


On the 25th anniversary of the club an attractive medal 
was issued showing some scenes from early San Diego. 

In 1971 the club bulletin received the ANA publications 
award with Dorothy Baber as editor. 


In 1968 when the Council hosted the American Numismatic 
Covention Al Baber was the General Chairman. When 

the covention returns in 1983 Kay Edgerton Lenker 

will handle this post. 


Following the death of Irving Knickerbocker the 
club sponsored the Knickerbocker trophy to be awarded 
at the Joint Meeting for the Best in Show. 


In this our 45th year, members can look back at the 
club's rich history with justifiable pride in its 
accomplishments that were only made possible because 
of devoted, industrious people and capable leadership. 
We note that the club has had one ANA president, S1X 
who have served as CSNA presidents, three CSNA treas- 
urers, the founder of CalCoin News, and many who have 
served on the CSNA board. Several members have been 
awarded ANA and CSNA awards, as well as the SDNS award 
of merit. The ANA's highest award, the Farran Zerbe 
award has been made to Leonel Panosh, Charles Johnson, 
Abe Kosoff and Richard Yeoman. 


Truly, the years have seen the "nromotion, development, 
and fostering of numismatics and provided the opportun- 
ity for good fellowship”. 


OCEANSIDE-CARLSBAD COIN CLUB celebrated its 27th Birth- 
day in March with two of its Charter Members Shit 
attending meetings--Dale Joslyn and W. J. Hall. We lost 
Charter Members Paul Hamm and Charles Nissen last year. 
In 1955 a small group of interested coin collectors met 
at the home of Charles Nissen in Carlsbad and their 
enjoyment of the Hobby soon prompted them to Charter 
the Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club. The Club has met 
regularly since its inception and membership peaked at 
121 in 1974. Current membership stands at 80 with an 
average meeting attendance of 45. The Club draws 
members from all areas of the County. 


The Club has prospered under nineteen different Presidents 
several serving mare than one term. Current President is 

Roland Cinciarelli. Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club has 

held membership in both California State Numismatic Asso- 

ciation and American Numismatatic Association for several] 

years and takes an active part in their conventions, 
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Symposiums, National Coin Week and other events. 


We hosted the Joint Meeting of the San Diego Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council on two occasions and members regularly 
participate in Coinarama. This year's General Chairman, 
W. T. (Bill) Fell is a Past President of the Club. 
Bourse Chairman, Don Webb; Breakfast Chairman, Betty 
Webb; and Door Prize Chairman, Betty M. Young, are all 
Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club members. Three of our 
members have been recipients of San Diego County Inter- 
Club Numismatic Council's highest award -- The Medal 

of Merit. Charles Nissen was honored in November, 1978 
and Al and Dorothy Baber in July, 1981. 


Numismatic programs are a feature of our meetings alona 
with exhibits, bourse, auction, prize drawings, and open 
discussions. Visitors are welcome. 


COINEERS COIN CLUB was founded early in 1953. The Club 
will celebrate its 30th Anniversary in 1983. The first 
Organizational meetings were held in the Balboa Park 
Conference Building. Instrumental in getting things 
rolling were people such as Jack Mayer, the first 
President, Lou Fischer, Jack Benedict, Frank Dernback, 
Jack Bryant, Eve Ulsund and others. In the fall of 1958 
a branch club was formed at Convair Astronautics and 
continued until 1965 when the Astronautics Division 

was recombined with Convair. The two clubs also 
recombined at this time forming one large functional 
Organization. Present officers and Board of Directors 
are as follows: President Bill McBrayer; Vice Pres. 
Bill Noga, Secretary Bobbie Smith; Treasurer Dee 
Trepanier and elected Board Members Steve Ames, Harry 
Jennings, Howard Smith, and Joan Noga. Joan Noga is 
also Banquet and Publicity Chairman. 


Features of monthly meetings include free door prizes, 
Jr. member giveaways, gold and regular drawings, bourse, 
exhibits, speakers, refreshments and auctions. 

different unc. Jefferson nickel is given to all members 
present at each meeting. Coineer members enjoy great 
FELLOWSHIP. Visitors are welcome. 
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ESCONDIDO COIN CLUB was formed on August 26, 1959 

when three men met at the Escondido Coin Shop with the 
proprietor, Mr. E. Janzen. An elementary classroom 
served as the first meeting place for the group for the 
first few months, but by the end of the year, officers 
had been elected, by-laws had been written and a regu- 
lar meeting place had been found. 


The past minutes relate a struggle to attract new 
members, maintain interest of old members and diffi- 
culties in locating a meeting place. By 1963, these 
problems had been dealt with successfully. There was 
a substantial treasury, an impressive membership list 
and a meeting place in the new Chamber of Commerce 
Building. The membership has never dropped below 50. 


In March, 1966 the Club hosted the annual San Diego 
County Inter-Club Numismatic Council Joint Meeting. 
An attendance of nearly 600 persons attested to a 
very successful event. 


In August, 1967, the Club lost one of its outstanding 
members who had served as Charter President and 
as Treasurer from 1962 until his death, Mr. Chet White. 


An annual Installation Banquet has now become part of 
the Club's entertainment program. Outstanding speakers 
and extremely desirable door prizes have added much to 
these affairs. 


More recently the club participated in the City's 

Fourth of July Program. Coin displays with a patriotic 
theme attracted hundreds. Club members including 

Bob and Marcia Wise dispersed information, explanations, 
and membership applications to the crowd. Many were 
enlightened as to the true stature of the coin coilector 
and his hobby. 
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IMPERIAL BEACH COIN CLUB was formed in May, 1960. It 
started out as a "Coin and Stamp Club" but the interest 
turned out to be all in coins so we changed the name. 
Charles Jackson was our first President and was Chairman 
of the 5th Annual Coinarama. In 1963, the Imperial Beach 
Coin Club put a display of Japanese coins in the Del Mar 
Fair. The member who owned the coins was in the Navy 

and could not set up the display. He carefully marked 
each envelope containing one coin and Ginny Bourke and 
Eleanor Yachwan followed his diagram, winning third prize. 
Days later they were called to reset the exhibit as it 
had been jarred badly. Many hours were spent searching 
for each coin in a handbook to determine where it belonged 
There were 75 coins! 


In 1969 we hosted the San Diego County Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council Joint meeting at the Emory Elementary 
School. As the Club is small, the members have all 

been President at some time and several have held that 
office several times. But as far as exhibits in the 

Del Mar Fair and Coinarama are concerned, club members 
have made an outstanding showing winning prizes at 

every event. Paul Moulton, a Past President several 
times was General Chairman of Coinarama in 1972 and 1981. 
Gladys Moulton served as President of the San Diego 
County Inter-Club Numismatic Council in 1974 and was 
Coinarama Chairman in 1980. 


HEARTLAND COIN CLUB was founded May 23, 1962 as a non- 
profit organization. The Charter President was Owen 
Bela; Audrey Lasko, Secretary; Don Crutcher, Honorary 
Member. It met on the third Wednesday of the month 

at Bostonia School Cafeteria where it still meets. 

The Presidents have been -- 1963 Bill Chapman; 1964 
Stan Wilkison; 1965 Ray Gedelman; 1966 Eleanor Bela; 
1967 Bud Preisser; 1968 Al Doan, 1969 Jim Merten; 

1970 Wes Miller; 1971 Lu Whited; 1972 Harvey Naslund; 
1973 Bill Smith; 1974 Jack Hook; 1975 Art Elliott; 
1976 Wally Brown; 1977 Harry Colwell; 1978 Carl Sanburg; 
1979 Lloyd Lindemer; 1980-81 Paul Olson. 
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Over the years, this Club has featured many speakers 

on as many topics. The members received wooden nickels 
in 1965. In 1976, the Club reached an all-time high 
membership of 107 including 23 junior members. The 
next year, the Club and Ed Schadek of Collectors Lounge 
jointly sponsored E1 Cajon's first Coin and Stamp Fair 
held at Parkway Plaza. This fair was repeated in 1978. 
The Heartland Coin Club decided to do it all in 1979 
with the first East County Coin and Stamp Show held at 
the Masonic Temple, El Cajon. This was a huge success 
and was repeated in 1980 and 1981 now being called 

the Heartland Coin Club Show. 


In 1978, the Club sponsored the San Diego County Inter- 
Club Numismatic Council Joint meeting at the Masonic 
Temple, El Cajon. Starting in 1980, the Club initiated 
a Dave Cherry Civil War Token Award to be issued for 
five years. This is awarded to the most deserving 
member. Lloyd Lindemer and Harry Colwell are its 
recipients so far. A special thank you goes to all 
those who furnished goodies over the years. 


INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OF SAN DIEGO found 

its beginning with a meeting held in the home of Harvey 
Rose on July 12, 1962. At this meeting, organizational 
officers were chosen: Harvey Rose, Chairman, Ed Beals, 
Vice President; Patsy Rose, Secretary; and Aage 
Andersen, Treasurer. It was decided that the Society 
would emphasize the collection and study of numismatic 
items not manufactured in the United States for 
domestic use. 


From January 1963 to January 1967, the Society published 
INTERCOIN, an illustrated monthly magazine containing 

a wide range of articles on international numismatics. 
Some of the finest local efforts in numismatic literature 
have appeared in the pages of this publication, and it 
is hoped that INTERCOIN, now dormant, can be revived. 
The meetings usually consist of several slide shows 

from different members sometimes accompanied by a 

major discussion with presentation coins. A Banquet 
with special speaker is featured at each January 
meeting. 


CHULA VISTA COIN CLUB had its beginnings on August 19, 
1965 when a pre-organizational meeting was held at the 
Norman Park Community Center in Chula Vista to form a 
coin club in the community. A second meeting was 

held on the 26th to draft the club's by-laws, and 
finally; on September 9, 1965, a meeting, at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs John S. Almond, was held to organize 

and implement the By-Laws of the Chula Vista Coin Club. 
The Club's first officers were Art Ebersole, President; 
Mary Almond, Vice President; Ruth E. Harper, Secretary- 
Treasurer. Membership was 13 senior and 14 junior 
members. 


During the ensuing 17 years, the membership has 
fluctuated along with the public interest in the 
hobby, but has maintained an average of 30 members. 
Actively promoting interest in an expanded knowledge 
of numismatics, the Club has given its members and 
guests many interesting and informative meetings. 
Topics discussed have ranged from problems with the 
new "Eisenhower" dollar series and security advice 
from the Chula Vista Police Department to examining 
counterfeits presented by the Secret Service and 
learning to properly exhibit coins at a show. 


Today the Chula Vista Coin Club has 27 senior and 

4 junior members who still meet each first Thursday 
at the Norman Park Community Center. The Club has 
retained one Charter member, Mrs. Libby Smith, who 
has tirelessly and unselfishly served in supporting 
the Club since its beginning. A member of the 

San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Council 

and the American Munismatic Association, the 

Chula Vista Coin Club continues the activities for 
which it was Chartered. With a Banquet held each 
January to install new officers, the New Year's 
activities are launched. Highlights of 1982 have 
been participating in ANA's National Coin Week 

and issuing the Club's first wooden nickel commemo- 
rating the 200th Year of the Eagle as our Nation's 
symbol using Laura Gardin Fraser's rejected design. 
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Informative presentations by members and guests 
have enlightened their listeners while raffles and 
auctions of coins help expand collections. 


A Club Bar-Be-Que will highlight the summer's 

activities with many other interesting events to follow. 
Currently the officers are David R. Potthast, President, 
M. David Jones, Vice-President; Trudy Miller, Treasurer; 
Stephanie Conder, Secretary; and Fred Campbell, 
Librarian who all invite the public to come and join 

a continuing tradition and the fun in Chula Vista. 


~ CLAIREMONT COIN CLUB was founded in December, 1969. 
Twenty two interested numismatists from various County 
Council Clubs met in December, 1969 and decided to form 
a coin club to serve the coin collectors in the 
Clairemont and vicinity area. By the end of the June, 
1970 meeting, the Club had enrolled 62 members. The 
Club kept increasing in size and had to keep moving 
from one meeting place to another as it outgrew the 
space available. It finally found a place large enough 
to hold its membership in its present meeting location 
at the South Clairemont Recreation Center, 3605 
Clairemont Drive. 


Special features of the meetings include free door 
prizes, guest speakers, exhibits, bourse tables, 
drawings, Jr. Members give-away coins, refreshments 
and auctions. Members-only participate in a gold 
drawing, with tickets available every month to 
attending members. Gold drawings are held monthly

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The smallest denomination 
United States coin is the 
copper half-cent. During its 
existence (1793-1857) its use 
as a medium of exchange became 
so small that in some years, 
none were coined for general 
circulation. In other years, only proof coins were 
struck. The total face value of all half-cents coin- 
ed throughout the life of the series amounted to less 
than $40,000. 

Many of the half-cents were melted by the Mint to ob- 
tain good copper for the alloy of the gold coins. In ) 
the trades, many copper smiths: melted them for fashion- 
ing of kitchen utensils and other copperware. Other 
half-cents were drilled and utilized for coat buttons. 


Importantly, the half=cent was a big factor in making 
change for the Spanish Real, which had a legal tender | 
value of 12 1/2¢ in the United States. The law of 
Febr 21, 1857, rescinded the legal status of the Span- 
ish Real and other foreign coins, also discontinued 

the half-cent coinage. 


During its existence, the half-cent as a medium of ex- 
change, was not a popular coin, and due to the difficult 
of assembling a complete date set of the coins, it was 
ignored by most of the coin collectors, as it is today. | 


In 1916, Ebenexer Gilbert, believing that a book des- _ 
cribing the coins of the half-cent series, would be of | 
great value to the collector, published his work, 

UNITED STATES HALF CENTS. Thomas L. Elder was the pub- 
lisher and S. H. Chapman supllied and made photographic* 
plates illustrating the coins. | 


The half-cent,two-cent, three-cent, twenty-cent coins , 
have long ago been eliminated from our coinage system, 

but thanks to collectors like Ebenezer Gilbert, we col-. 
lectors of today are able to assign any half-cents we |

ESTABLISHMENT OF MINT AND COINAGE SYSTEM..,..., 


Although in the early 1880's Thomas Jeffer- 
son and Robert Morris had made reports to 
Congress on a national coinage system, no ac- 
tion had been taken due to the poor economic 
and political conditions. By 1788, the need 
and demand for a national coinage and a mint for its 
production could no longer be ignored by the Govern- 
ment, but it was not until 1790 that Congress acted, 
instructing Secretary of the Treasury Alexander Hamil- 
ton to prepare a report for a national mint and coin- 
age. 


Hamilton presented his report in January 1791. After 
much study of the report, Congress passed a resolution 
to the effect that the President should begin the ne- 
cessary steps in the creation of a mint, and the nation- 
al coinage system. 


President Washington, addressing Congress in October 
1791, stated that measures pursuant to the resolution 
to create a national mint and coinage had been taken. 
This report of the President prompted Congress to 
appoint a committee to report a bill if they thought 
it necessary, Thiscommittee was composed of Senators 
Robert Morris, Izard, King, Cabot and Henry. On Dec- 
ember 21, 1791, the committee presented their bill to 
the Senate. On the 12th of January 1792, the Senate 
Passed the bill and turned it over to the House of 
Representatives who disapproved ot an amendment the 
Senate had made. 


After much debate and returning the bill between both 
Houses, the Senate gave in to the demands of the lower 
house and rescinded the amendment, and the bill was 
enacted into law, with President Washington signing 

it April 2 1792, establishing our Mint-and National 
coinage system. 


a 


President Washington, with the approval of Congress 
placed the mint under the control of the State Depart- 
ment, with Thomas Jefferson as Secretary of State. 

It was not until Febr. 12 1873 that Congress formally 
established the Iint as part of the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 


Today we find that the Mint is still in operation, but 
that the coinage struck there does not conform to that 
coinage authorized by the same Act that created the 
Mint. Subsequent Presidents and Congresses have, by 
decress or the enactment of laws, abrogated the system 
of coinage struck there....

FATHER OF THE DOUBLOON 


Following the death of H. Alvin Sharpe, in Now Oneans 
a Little over a month ago, L.L.Lundberg sent a few 
news ckippings telling about Sharpes efforts to pro- 
mote the sate of the aluminum Mardi Gras tokens that 
ane S40 popular today. 


He had the idea for medals (or doubLoons) §0A parades 
and §1om 1949 to 1959 he travelled all over the US 
trying to interest someone else - tried the Onange 
Bowk in Miami, Rose Bowk in Pasadena, as well as the 
St Patricks Day parade in New York City and everyone 
Said 'no' - 

New Onteans was to be his Last try - he would Scrap 
the idea if he was not successful there. When he 
entered the office of the head of the Rex Krewe, he 
thrw a handful of doubLoons in his face - to prove 
that these Lightweight doubLoons thrown at someone 
wouldn't hurt them. 


Mandi Gras was just around the corner - the idea was 
a great hit and Rex threw 65,000 of these Little 
medals that first year, 1960, over 100,000 in 196] 
and today it would be safe to say the doubLoon in- 
dustry 44 up to 20 milhion. 


Ale of Sharpe's doubkLoons have the "H.A.S." initiaks 
on them and after that first parade, he never had to 
call on anyone to seke them. It was his bekies that 
doubkoons are small, inexpensive collectors items Of 
fantastic value to the city bringing what he called 
"peunanent good will around the world". When he was 
Selking the idea of the doublLoons, he pointed out 
that medallions are dug up all the time by archeo- 
Logists and they are a firsthand untranslated Stony 
of their age. 

He designed several doubLoons for the 1983 parades 
and the Krewe of Jegferson truck parade wil throw 
a doubkoon with Sharpes Likeness in 1983.

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CASTLE GATE, less than a dozen miles north toward 
Salt Lake City from Price, Utah, was the scene of 
one of the most spectacular mine robberies ever to 
occur, making Butch Cassidy a big name and famous 
in outlaw circles..... 


On April 21, 1897, at high noon, Butch Cassidy and 
Eliz Slay, one of Cassidy's ‘wild bunch" held up the 
paymaster of the Utah Fuel Company's (formerly the 
Pleasant Valley Coal Company) mine number one, CASTLE 
GATE, escaping with 8,700 dollars in gold coin and 
100 dollars in silver. 


E. L. Carpenter, companypaymaster, with two men, 
Lewis and Phillips, had received the payroll from the 
Express company at the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad 
and were in the act of delivering it to the Wasatch 
Store building where the mine offices were located on 
the second floor. Butch Cassidy was at the outside 
Stairway to the office entrance, with Slay nearby, 
holding the reins to Cassidy's horse. As Carpenter 
stepped onto the bottom step, Cassidy jammed his gun 
into Carpenter's side with the command, ‘Drop the 
bags and raise your hands." When he obeyed, Cassidy 


snatched up two of the bags and tossed them to Slay, 
This action startled Slay's hors@¢s who reared up and 
charged, while Cassidy was trying to mount his steed. 
Cassidy and Slay proceeded to give a demonstration of 
riding skill that held the onlookers entranced. Before 
the spectators fully realized that a robbery had taken 
place, Cassidy and Slay had their horses under control 
and had ridden off, making their escape. 


Carpenter tried to wire the Sheriff at Price, but the 
telegraph wires had been cut so he ordered the engine 
cut loose from the train, and with the whistle tied 

down, he took off for Price to alert the authorities 
and form a posse to take up the hunt for the bandits. 


Cassidy and Slay were already past Price, heading south 
and cutting the wires before reaching Cleveland, but 
failing to keep word of the robbery from Emery County. 
Passing Cleveland, they then rode through Buckhorn 
Wash to the San Rafael Swell and river, then across 

to the desert and into Robbers Roost. 


Posses were formed in Castle Gate, Price, Huntington, 
Castle Dale and Cleveland to hunt for the robbers with 
no more success to their efforts than to provide comic 
overtones to the search. Carpenter, due to foot pro= 
blems, had worn his bedroom slippers to pickup the pay- 
roll, and was still wearing them when he joined the 
posse to chase the outlaws. The posse recruited from 
Huntington was led by Joe Meeks, (owner of the stolen 
horse Cassidy was riding) was to search Cotton Wood 
Canyon, while the Castle Dale posse was to search 

down Buckhorn Wash. In the dark, Joe Meek's Hunting- 
ton posse wandered down Buckhorn Wash and stumbled 
into the other posse. Each group, thinking they had 
found the bandits, opened fire. Reports of the out- 
come are vague, with one saying that one man was shot 
in the leg, while another saying that no one was hurt 
at all. When all the shooting was over and the two 
posses got together, it was embarrassment for all. 

In the morning most of the posse-men went home with 
Carpenter and a few die-hards continued the chase but 
later even they had to turn back. 
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In Utah the area of the San Rafael Swell and Desert 
termed the 'Robbers Roost' and it retains the name to 
this day. When the Utah Fuel Company had taken over 
the Pleasant Valley Coal Company's Castle Gate Mine, 
they had installed their company store, named after 
the mountain range holding the coal vein “Wasatch”. 
Later the Utah Fuel Company extended the operation 

of its Wasatch Stores to its mining operation in Colo- 
rado. 


In the 1960's the Castle Gate mines were sold to the 
Independent Coal andCoke Company who later shut the 
mine down, leaving the town to become a ghost of the 
past. Today all that remains of the mine and town are 
the tokens of the Wasatch stores, one of which is 

a brass 27mm octagonal inscribed on one side "Good 

for one Explored" and on the other side " W.S. Co 
CastleGate.

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BRADLEYS 5 and 10 ------- 


The wrecking ball, in 1982, clearing the land for the 
construction of the Horton Plaza Shopping Center, de- 
molished the building housing the Bradleys 5 & 10 
business, a concern that had occupied the premises un- 
der that name for almost a century. 


Francis W. Bradley, founder of that venerable institu- 
tion was prominent in San diego business cirCles as 
early as the 1880's, selling and distributing spring 
and well water from Spring Valley, wholesale distribu- 
tor of wine and liquor, owner or part-owner of a num- 
ber of local saloons, had realized the potential suc- 
cess of an establishment in the Horton Plaza Square. 


The building at 303 Plaza with two adjoining rooms at 
street level, with an open archway giving access from 
one to the other, was an ideal location for the venture. 
+++ a combination of bar and restaurant. No reason 
is known why he named the business Bradleys 5 & 10 - 
but it can be surmised that he did not want it to be 
identified as just another saloon. At that time beer 
sold for 5¢ and whiskey l0cents a glass, so it was 
readily apparent to thos einterested what was for sale! 


Throughout the ensuing years, Bradley's remained as a 
popular place for food, drinks and chit-chat, attain- 
ing its highest level of attendance during the years 
of World War II, when under new ownership (Bradley 
having died) the rooms above the establishment were 
refurbished to serve rest and recreation spot for the 
war workers and military personnel in San diego. 


Facilities were available for writing letters, playing | 
of dominoes, chess, checkers and card games, waitresses 
for the serving of food and drinks from the business _ 
below, and,to pass the time for those interested ina | 
variety of pinball, slot and other mechanical devises 
were installed. For successful play of the machines, 
no cash prizes were awarded, but instead, tokens in 
various amounts 'good in trade’ for use at Bradleys 
were substituted. Inasmuch as there were several 
series of tokens issued, it can be surmised that play 
of the machines was good, and that many were retained 
by the recipients as a memento of their visit to Brad- 
leys 5 & 10. 


Although Bradleys 5 & 10 has 'died' as a business, 
its trade tokens will continue to appear, and to 
confound them in identifying the nature of Bradleys 
business operation.

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THE GOLDEN LION TRAVELS 


In 1906, to advertise and promote the opening of 
his GOLDEN LION TAVERN, Located at the northeast 
conner of 4th and F streets in San Diego, Hewnan 
M. FRITZ issued a beautiful 32mm gold-finish cop- 
per token, bearing on the obverse, urthin a 23mm 
cincke at center, in script, FRITZ'S/ with FOR ME/ 
in the top bar of the F/ and BUFFET/ in the fancy 
serokl of S/ in FRITZ'S. Around the outer edge, 
THE GOLDEN LION TAVERN/ HERMAN M. FRITZ/ SAN 
DIEGO, CAL.7 mile edge border. On the reverse, a 
portrait of a Large seated Lion, facing Lest, 
beaded border. 


This was the first sssue of a Gokden Lion Tavern 
token, for there were more to follow in his so- 
jou of San Diego, by other ouners. 


In 1912, Hewnan Faitz sokd the Golden Lion Tavern 
to E. A. Fischer and Son, who in turn, sold it to 
J. J. Podesta who, in 1914 issued a token (24mm 
aluminum trade token) with the obverse GOLDEN LION 
TAVERN/ 4th and F Sts/ * SAN DIEGO CAL.*/ with meee 
edge border. On the reverse, GOOD FOR 2 1/2¢ IN 
TRADE/ with mike edge border. 


In 1915, J. J. Podesta changed the name of the tavern 
to THE LION TAVERN AND GRILL, and selling the busi- 
ness to Louts Provost, who then restored the es- 
tabkhishment to 4t's original tithe, The Gokden Lion 
Tavern. 


By 1920, Provosts Gokden Lion Tavern had become 
knoun as "San Diego's finest and most famous eating 
pkace " - the meeting place for those devoted to 
the sport of Kings. 


Sometime before, on in 1937, Provost moved the estab- 
Lishment to 1041 4th Ave, and changed the name to 

Ye Gokden Lion Cafe, 4ssuing a 21mm brass token, bear-

NICKELS AND PENNIES ARE NOT LEGAL TENDER..... 


Nickels and pennies are not always legal 
tender. Title 31 of the United States Code states 
that "minor coins of the United States (meaning 
nickels and pennies) shall be a legal tender, at 
their nominal value for any amount not exceeding 
twenty-five cents in any one payment." 


This means that if you try to pay off a debt in 
nickels and pennies, your creditor has every 
right to refuse to accept all but the first 25 
cents. 


Although the law is rarely invoked, it did figure 
dramatically in a 1921 court case in Durham N. C. 

A shopkeeper named Munick went to the city water 
company to pay his $4.50 water bill. His payment 
included a roll of 50 pennies. In anger, the mana- 
ger of the company swept the pennies onto the floor, 
then proceeded to slap, choke and verbally abuse 
Munick. 


In the case of H. Munick vs. City of Durham, the 
North Carolina Supreme Court ruled that the manager 
of the water company was out of bounds in his treat- 
ment of Munick, but not in refusing the pennies. 
Legal tender, said the Court, is legal tender.....

HISTORY OF SAN DIEGO COUNTY INTER-CLUB NUMISMATIC COUNCI 


On Sunday, July 19, 1959 by adoption of a set of by-laws 
by the old Coinarama Committee, the San Diego County 
Inter-Club Numismatic Council came into being. The 
by-laws of this organization state that the parti- 
cular object of this Council shall be the planning, 
preparation for and conducting of those numismatic 
functions in San Diego County which call for the 

joint efforts and cooperation of al] numismatists, 

and partcularly those who are members of San Diego 
County Coin Clubs. 


The ald Coinarama Committee referred to above, were 
al] members of San Diego Numismatic Society who were 
active in the First Coinarama held October 26, 1958 
at the Continental Room of the San Diego Hotel. This 
committee was composed of the following: General 
Chairman Leonel C. PANOSH; Secretary L. T. GOTTSCHALL; 
Treasurer Joe MILLER; Publicity Joe GIVENS; Auction 
Doug DECKER; Entertainment Paul HAMM; Displays 

Francis JONES; J. J. ANDERSON & Aage ANDERSEN and 
Bourse Paul BOLTZ. 


Much time and thought was spent on the selection of 

a name. San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic 
Council was first thought to be too long. However, 
it was meant to be all inclusive, it is, and the name 
has proven to be a winner. 


This Council was the brainchild of that Grand Old 
Gentleman of Numismatics, Mr. Leonel C. PANOSH. His 
foresight, his organizational ability, his carefully 
weighed advice, and decisions rendered between smoke 
rings have proven to be gems of wisdom. When one 
attends a club meeting in this area today you will 
find the officers conducting their meetings much 

as Mr. Panosh previously set the example. 


CHRONOLOGICAL HISTORY OF THE SAN DIEGO COUNTY COIN CLUBS 


SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY,INC. The society had its 
* Beginning in February 1937 when Dr Bruce Wallace 
invited a few numismatic friends to his office to 
discuss the formation of a coin club. The formal 
organization was completed in June 1937, with the 
election of officers and the adoption of a consti- 
tution and by-laws. "The object of the Society shall 
be to promote, develop, and foster numismatics in all 
its branches along educational, historical, and 
Scientific lines, and to provide opportunities for 
good fellowship. The club shall also promote coin 
collecting among the general public". 


Dr Wallace became the first president and served in 
that capacity for seven years. Thus the third oldest 
club west of the Mississippi was started. When the 
club was just one year old, it hosted the Far Western 
Numismatic Convention, attracting coin collectors from 
up and down the West Coast. 


« Meetings were informal during the early years; there 
was no definite program and Anna Merle Panosh recalls 
that they sat around a long table at the Gas and 
Electric Building and talked. Later, members began 
bringing their coins for auction and membership grew. 


« While Lew Panosh was president in 1948-49, he conceived 
the idea of printing a club bulletin and chose Tom Ward 
as editor. Tom kept it going for eight years.

While planning the 1949 CSNA convention, several 

| prominent out-of-town California numismatists 

« joined and still maintain membership--Abe Kosoff, 

Dr C.L.Emmons, Kenneth Lee, Roy Hill and Ralph Mitchell. 

} The roster began to have the appearance of a "Who's 
Who in California Numismatics". The club received 
much support from these members, as they assisted 
frequently by speaking at our monthly meetings, acting 

» as Installation Officers and Masters of Ceremonies. 


In 1950 SDNS began to receive national recognition as 
it won ninth place in the National Coin Week competi- 
tion.In 1953 Dr Wallace was instrumental in starting 
a coin exhibit at the San Diego County Fair. In 195] 


the club was awarded second place in the National Coin 


a 


Week Competition. From there the club went on to the 
first award the next year. 


As the years passed other names began to appear with 
increasing frequency including Dwight Safford who has 
contributed so many excellent articles for our bulletin. 


The club has hosted the California State convention many’ 
times including 1955, 1960, 1965, 1969,1974 and 1980. 
General chairmen have been many and include newer names — 
added to the roster of the club. 


The club moved to larger quarters in May 1957 and the 
attendance grew during the sixties. Then in the early 
seventies membership diminished with deaths and moving 
of members to other parts of the world. Some retained 
membership but the need for a smaller hall caused the 
move to North Park Recreation Center in December 1973. 


Joe Garside was appointed librarian in 1958 and he 
organized the material, built shelves and wrote articles 
for the bulletin on a regular basis. He was succeeded 
by Margaret Mooney and Anna Merle Panosh. With the last 
move there was no room for the library and its use had 
decreased so the materials were sold at auction to member 


In 1958 Dr Wallace established the Elise Wallace Memorial 
Perpetual trophy in honor of his wife. This trophy has 
been awarded each year to a member of the SDNS who makes 
the most interesting and outstanding numismatic display 
at the County Fair. The trophy will be retired in 1982 
as it has reached the maximum number of names. 


In 1967, the Leonel C. Panosh trophy was established to 
honor the exhibitor of the year at club meetings. It 

was at Lew's suggestion that the first COINARAMA was held 
26 October 1958. This was a great success and as a 
result the San Diego Inter-Club Numismatic Council was 
founded. 


On the 25th anniversary of the club an attractive medal 
was issued showing some scenes from early San Diego. | 
In 1971 the club bulletin received the ANA publications 
award with Dorothy Baber as editor.

In 1968 when the Council hosted the American Numismatic 
Covention Al Baber was the General Chairman. When 

the covention returns in 1983 Kay Edgerton Lenker 

will handle this post. 


Following the death of Irving Knickerbocker the 
club sponsored the Knickerbocker trophy to be awarded 
at the Joint Meeting for the Best in Show. 


In this our 45th year, members can look back at the 
club's rich history with justifiable pride in its 
accomplishments that were only made possible because 
of devoted, industrious people and capable leadership. 
We note that the club has had one ANA president, six 
who have served as CSNA presidents, three CSNA treas- 
urers, the founder of CalCoin News, and many who have 
served on the CSNA board. Several members have been 
awarded ANA and CSNA awards, as well as the SDNS award 
of merit. The ANA's highest award, the Farran Zerbe 
award has been made to Leonel Panosh, Charles Johnson, 
Abe Kosoff and Richard Yeoman. 


Truly, the years have seen the "promotion, development, 
and fostering of numismatics and provided the opportun- 
ity for good fellowship”. 


OCEANSIDE-CARLSBAD COIN CLUB celebrated its 27th Birth- 
day in March with two of its Charter Members still 
attending meetings--Dale Joslyn and W. J. Hall. We lost 
Charter Members Paul Hamm and Charles Nissen last year. 
In 1955 a small group of interested coin collectors met 
at the home of Charles Nissen in Carlsbad and their 
enjoyment of the Hobby soon prompted them to Charter 
the Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club. The Club has met 
regularly since its inception and membership peaked at 
121 in 1974. Current membership stands at 80 with an 
average meeting attendance of 45. The Club draws 
members from all areas of the County. 


The Club has prospered under nineteen different Presidents 
several serving mcre than one term. Current President is 

Roland Cinciarelli. Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club has 

held membership in both California State Numismatic Asso- 

ciation and American Numismatatic Association for several 

years and takes an active part in their conventions, 
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_ Symposiums, National Coin Week and other events. 


We hosted the Joint Meeting of the San Diego Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council on two occasions and members regularly 
participate in Coinarama. This year's General Chairman, 
W. T. (Bill) Fell is a Past President of the Club. 
Bourse Chairman, Don Webb; Breakfast Chairman, Betty 
Webb; and Door Prize Chairman, Betty M. Young, are all 
Oceanside-Carlsbad Coin Club members. Three of our 
members have been recipients of San Diego County Inter- 
Club Numismatic Council's highest award -- The Medal 

of Merit. Charles Nissen was honored in November, 1978 
and Al and Dorothy Baber in July, 1981. 


Numismatic programs are a feature of our meetings along 
with exhibits, bourse, auction, prize drawings, and open 
discussions. Visitors are welcome. 


COINEERS COIN CLUB was founded early in 1953. The Club 
will celebrate its 30th Anniversary in 1983. The first 
Organizational meetings were held in the Balboa Park 
Conference Building. Instrumental in getting things 
rolling were people such as Jack Mayer, the first 
President, Lou Fischer, Jack Benedict, Frank Dernback, 
Jack Bryant, Eve Ulsund and others. In the fall of 1958 
a branch club was formed at Convair Astronautics and 
continued until 1965 when the Astronautics Division 

was recombined with Convair. The two clubs also 
recombined at this time forming one large functional 
Organization. Present officers and Board of Directors 
are as follows: President Bill McBrayer; Vice Pres. 
Bill Noga, Secretary Bobbie Smith; Treasurer Dee 
Trepanier and elected Board Members Steve Ames, Harry 
Jennings, Howard Smith, and Joan Noga. Joan Noga is 
also Banquet and Publicity Chairman. 


Features of monthly meetings include free door prizes, 
Jr. member giveaways, gold and regular drawings, bourse, 
exhibits, speakers, refreshments and auctions. A 
different unc. Jefferson nickel is given to all members 
present at each meeting. Coineer members enjoy great 
FELLOWSHIP. Visitors are welcome. 
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ESCONDIDO COIN CLUB was formed on August 26, 1959 

when three men met at the Escondido Coin Shop with the 
proprietor, Mr. E. Janzen. An elementary classroom 
served as the first meeting place for the group for the 
first few months, but by the end of the year, officers 
had been elected, by-laws had been written and a regu- 
lar meeting place had been found. 


The past minutes relate a struggle to attract new 
members, maintain interest of old members and diffi- 
culties in locating a meeting place. By 1963, these 
problems had been dealt with successfully. There was 
a substantial treasury, an impressive membership list 
and a meeting place in the new Chamber of Commerce 
Building. The membership has never dropped below 50. 


In March, 1966 the Club hosted the annual San Diego 
County Inter-Club Numismatic Council Joint Meeting. 
An attendance of nearly 600 persons attested to a 
very successful event. 


In August, 1967, the Club lost one of its outstanding 
members who had served as Charter President and 
as Treasurer from 1962 until his death, Mr. Chet White. 


An annual Installation Banquet has now become part of 
the Club's entertainment program. Outstanding speakers 
and extremely desirable door prizes have added much to 
these affairs. 


More recently the club participated in the City's 

Fourth of July Program. Coin displays with a patriotic 
theme attracted hundreds. Club members including 

Bob and Marcia Wise dispersed information, explanations, 
and membership applications to the crowd. Many were 
enlightened as to the true stature of the coin co!lector 
and his hobby. 
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IMPERIAL BEACH COIN CLUB was formed in May, 1960. It 
Started out as a "Coin and Stamp Club" but the interest 
turned out to be all in coins so we changed the name. 
Charles Jackson was our first President and was Chairman 
of the 5th Annual Coinarama. In 1963, the Imperial Beach 
Coin Club put a display of Japanese coins in the Del Mar 
Fair. The member who owned the coins was in the Navy 

and could not set up the display. He carefully marked 
each envelope containing one coin and Ginny Bourke and 
Eleanor Yachwan followed his diagram, winning third prize.. 
Days later they were called to reset the exhibit as it 

had been jarred badly. Many hours were spent searching 
for each coin in a handbook to determine where it belonged! 
There were 75 coins: 


In 1969 we hosted the San Diego County Inter-Club 
Numismatic Council Joint meeting at the Emory Elementary 
School. As the Club is small, the members have all 

been President at some time and several have held that 
office several times. But as far as exhibits in the 

Del Mar Fair and Coinarama are concerned, club members 
have made an outstanding showing winning prizes at 

every event. Paul Moulton, a Past President several 
times was General Chairman of Coinarama in 1972 and 1981. 
Gladys Moulton served as President of the San Diego 
County Inter-Club Numismatic Council in 1974 and was 
Coinarama Chairman in 1980. 


HEARTLAND COIN CLUB was founded May 23, 1962 as a non- 
profit organization. The Charter President was Owen 
Bela; Audrey Lasko, Secretary; Don Crutcher, Honorary 
Member. It met on the third Wednesday of the month 

at Bostonia School Cafeteria where it still meets. 

The Presidents have been -- 1963 Bill Chapman; 1964 
Stan Wilkison; 1965 Ray Gedelman; 1966 Eleanor Bela; 
1967 Bud Preisser; 1968 Al Doan, 1969 Jim Merten; 

1970 Wes Miller; 1971 Lu Whited; 1972 Harvey Naslund; 
1973 Bill Smith; 1974 Jack Hook; 1975 Art Elliott; 
1976 Wally Brown; 1977 Harry Colwell; 1978 Carl Sanburg; 
1979 Lloyd Lindemer; 1980-81 Paul Olson. 
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Over the years, this Club has featured many speakers 

on aS many topics. The members received wooden nickels 
in 1965. In 1976, the Club reached an all-time high 
membership of 107 including 23 junior members. The 
next year, the Club and Ed Schadek of Collectors Lounge 
jointly sponsored El Cajon's first Coin and Stamp Fair 
held at Parkway Plaza. This fair was repeated in 1978. 
The Heartland Coin Club decided to do it all in 1979 
with the first East County Coin and Stamp Show held at 
the Masonic Temple, El Cajon. This was a huge success 
and was repeated in 1980 and 1981 now being called 

the Heartland Coin Club Show. 


In 1978, the Club sponsored the San Diego County Inter- 
Club Numismatic Council Joint meeting at the Masonic 
Temple, El Cajon. Starting in 1980, the Club initiated 
a Dave Cherry Civil War Token Award to be issued for 
five years. This is awarded to the most deserving 
member. Lloyd Lindemer and Harry Colwell are its 
recipients so far. A special thank you goes to all 
those who furnished goodies over the years. 


INTERNATIONAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OF SAN DIEGO found 

its beginning with a meeting held in the home of Harvey 
Rose on July 12, 1962. At this meeting, organizational 
officers were chosen: Harvey Rose, Chairman, Ed Beals, 
Vice President; Patsy Rose, Secretary; and Aage 
Andersen, Treasurer. It was decided that the Society 
would emphasize the collection and study of numismatic 
items not manufactured in the United States for 
domestic use. 


From January 1963 to January 1967, the Society published 
INTERCOIN, an illustrated monthly magazine containing 

a wide range of articles on international numismatics. 
Some of the finest local efforts in numismatic literature 
have appeared in the pages of this publication, and it 
is hoped that INTERCOIN, now dormant, can be revived. 
The meetings usually consist of several slide shows 

from different members sometimes accompanied by a 

major discussion with presentation coins. A Banquet 
with special speaker is featured at each January 
meeting. 


CHULA VISTA COIN CLUB had its beginnings on August 19, 
1965 when a pre-organizational meeting was held at the 
Norman Park Community Center in Chula Vista to form a 
coin club in the community. A second meeting was 

held on the 26th to draft the club's by-laws, and 
finally; on September 9, 1965, a meeting, at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs John S. Almond, was held to organize 

and implement the By-Laws of the Chula Vista Coin Club. 
The Club's first officers were Art Ebersole, President; 
Mary Almond, Vice President; Ruth E. Harper, Secretary- 
Treasurer. Membership was 13 senior and 14 junior 
members. 


During the ensuing 17 years, the membership has 
fluctuated along with the public interest in the 
hobby, but has maintained an average of 30 members. 
Actively promoting interest in an expanded knowledge 
of numismatics, the Club has given its members and 
guests many interesting and informative meetings. 
Topics discussed have ranged from problems with the 
new "Eisenhower" dollar series and security advice 
from the Chula Vista Police Department to examining 
counterfeits presented by the Secret Service and 
learning to properly exhibit coins at a show. 


Today the Chula Vista Coin Club has 27 senior and 

4 junior members who still meet each first Thursday 
at the Norman Park Community Center. The Club has 
retained one Charter member, Mrs. Libby Smith, who 
has tirelessly and unselfishly served in supporting 
the Club since its beginning. A member of the 

San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Council 

and the American Munismatic Association, the 

Chula Vista Coin Club continues the activities for 
which it was Chartered. With a Banquet held each 
January to install new officers, the New Year's 
activities are launched. Highlights of 1982 have 
been participating in ANA's National Coin Week 

and issuing the Club's first wooden nickel commemo- 
rating the 200th Year of the Eagle as our Nation's 
symbol using Laura Gardin Fraser's rejected design. 
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Informative presentations by members and guests 
have enlightened their listeners while raffles and 
auctions of coins help expand collections. 


A Club Bar-Be-Que will highlight the summer's 

activities with many other interesting events to follow. 
Currently the officers are David R. Potthast, President; 
M. David Jones, Vice-President; Trudy Miller, Treasurer; 
Stephanie Conder, Secretary; and Fred Campbell, 
Librarian who all invite the public to come and join 

a continuing tradition and the fun in Chula Vista. 


CLAIREMONT COIN CLUB was founded in December, 1969. 
Twenty two interested numismatists from various County 
Council Clubs met in December, 1969 and decided to form 
a coin club to serve the coin collectors in the 
Clairemont and vicinity area. By the end of the June, 
1970 meeting, the Club had enrolled 62 members. The 
Club kept increasing in size and had to keep moving 
from one meeting place to another as it outgrew the 
space available. It finally found a place large enough 
to hold its membership in its present meeting location 
at the South Clairemont Recreation Center, 3605 
Clairemont Drive. 


Special features of the meetings include free door 
prizes, guest speakers, exhibits, bourse tables, 
drawings, Jr. Members give-away coins, refreshments 
and auctions. Members-only participate in a gold 
drawing, with tickets available every month to 
attending members. Gold drawings are held monthly 
(if enough members have participated). The Club 
also holds Other Hobby Nite, Pot-Lucks, Fun Nite, 
and a Christmas Party for its members. A great 
fellowship exists among the membership and visitors 
to the club.

THE CORONATION THAT NEVER WAS..... 


King George V of England died January 1936.... 

His son, Edward, the Prince of Wales, became his suc- 
cessor immediately, but the coronation was set for 
May 12, 1937, when the period of mourning would have 
been over. 


Meanwhile, Edward VIII was ruler for practical pur- 
poses, and as such, had his name placed on seven 
different minor coins issued for Britains various 
colonies and territories. 


Traditionally, coins for England proper are issued 
after the coronation ceremony only, the interim 
coinage consisting of the predecessor's types with 
the date or mint mark changed. According to this 
rule, Edward's English series are like those issued 
by his father, except for the date, which is 1936. 


In view of the fact that George V died in January, 
and Edward's abdication did not take place before 
December of the same year, the coins bearing the 
date ''1936'' should and are being assigned to 
Edward VIII. 


If various reasons, social, economical and personal 
had not forced the King's abdication, a portrait 
would have been designed, most likely by the Mint's 
Percy Metcalf, and coins in Edward's name placed 
into circulation in May, 1937. 


As it stands, the only portrait pieces of this ruler 
are official and privately made medals in all metals, 
designed to commemorate the coronation. The date 

of this ceremony was kept, but the candidate replaced 
by his brother, George VI. 


Thus, we have the strange case of medals, stating 
''KING EDWARD VII1 crowned at Westminster May 12, 1937'' 
an event which never took place.

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The “Stolen Olympiad Coin” 


Since the dawn of Greek History, the sports- 
minded Greeks assembled at the Temple of the 
Olympian Zeus at the foot of Mount Olympus, 
to hold their competitions and games every 
four years. Winners in these strictly regu- 
lated games were considered national heroes 
and many petty wars were started because of 
grudges and alleged wrongs suffered by one 
city, state or another, in the course of the 
Olympic games. 


Even today the Olympiads are held every four 
years, but the sites are no longer Greece. 


The people of the tiny city of Pisa, not to 

be confused with the Italian town of the same 
name, had always been the custodians of the 
Olympic games and naturally, they prospered 
from the influx of spectators and participants. 
Thus, being in charge of the games was a most 
lucrative position and the treasury of the 
Temple of Zeus at the foot of Mt. Olympus 


was filled with gold and valuables at all 
times. 


The Stolen Olympiad Coin - continued: 


Wherever there is wealth, there is also envy. 
The neighboring people of Elis had watched 

the growth of little Pisa with the greatest of 
misgivings, especially as ruinous wars had 
plunged the Elians into economic difficulties. 


In the year 572 B.C., the Elians attacked Pisa 
without warning, and managed to crush its in- 
habitants completely. The management of the 
Olympic Games then passed to Elis, and the 
people of Pisa were dispersed all over Greece. 


From that year on, wherever Pisatana, or their 
descendants lived, the dream of some day re- 
turning to the ancient site of Pisa, and re- 
suming management of the Olympic Games were 
deep in the hearts of every Pisatan. It was 
not until the year 364 B.C., two hundred years 
later, that the opportunity arose. In that 
year, the freedom loving Arcadians decided to 
restore the Pisatans to their ancient homes and 
rights. 


During the 104th Olympic Games of that year, 

the Pisatans, with the help of the Arcadians, 
seized the Temple of Zeus and its many treasures 
and once more held sway over the Games. The 
gold found in the Temple was then converted in-_ 
to small coins to celebrate the event. 


They have the head of Zeus on the obverse, and 
the thunderbolt and their name PISA on the re- 
verse. They are considered gold diobols, and 
only a handful of them are known to exist to- 
day. Head, in his "Historia Nummorum", des- 
cribes them in greater detail. 


The joys of the people of Pisa were short-lived,| 
however. The following Olympiad, the 105th,

found the wileyElians once more in control 

of Games and the Temple of Zeus, With a ven- 
geance bordering on the Elians or- 
dered the 104th Olympiad, the one the Pisa- 
tana had presided over, stricken from all 
official records. 


But the little gold coins remain as wit- 
nesses of the historic event.

THE MONEY THAT WAS TOO GOOD..... 


There are many cases in history where a coin 
contains too little of a precious metal to 
please the population. 


The German 17th Century coins , known at Kip- 
pers and Wippers were low-grade silver coins 
which belied their face value. The French 
billion Groats of the late Middle Ages were 
never worth what they were supposed to be. 
Ireland saw bronze Crowns during the reign of! 
King James II; but there were. few, 1f any; 
cases where the money is too good to be true. 
Such a rare instance occurred in Austria dum 
ing the First Republic, when the nation, just 
over the war years, was looking around for a 
new unit of currency. 


Austria decided to replace the old Crown, des) 
troyed by inflation, with a new unit worth 
10,000 of the old. The name decided upon in 
1923 was Schilling. 


Not until the following year, however, did thi 
actual coin make its appearance. When it cam 
out, it was soon grabbed by hoarders, and few 
of the shiny new coins were seen in circulati 
At first, the Ministry of Finance thought it 
was because the Austrians liked the design so} 
much. It was indeed a handsome coin. On the: 
obverse, the Houses of Parliament could be 
seen, and the date 1924. On the reverse, the 
new 1 Schilling piece had a coat of arms, pec 
liar to Austria, called the band shield, upon 
a background of olive branches and the value 
in words. 


A little later in the year it was discovered 
that the reason why the Schilling was so over 
popular was’ a ‘different one. It seems that WJ 
contained too much silver. The margin betwee 
face value and intrinsic value was so small 


that it paid people to hoard the coin. Es- 


vi. 


pecially so, as coined metal is always worth 
more than its equivalent in bullion. 


Hastily, the mint was instructed to coin a 
smaller Schilling the following year. Iden- 
tical in every respect with the "big" 
Schilling, except for the size, weight, and 
consequently, silver value, the 1925, 1926, 
and 1932 Schillings were no longer hoarded 
and Austria's economy suffered no longer 
from a dirth of coins. 


Except for the’very rare 1932 Schilling, 
which was issued in limited numbers, the 
smaller Schilling is an extremely common 
coin, and often met with, although it demoni- 
tized in 1934, when the Austrians issued a 
nickel Schilling of new design.

THE CONFUSING SCHILLING 


In 1934, the Government of the Austrian Repub- 
lic decidgec to cal! in all one schilling end 
half schilling silver colns and to replace 
them by copper-nickel pieces of an entirely 
new design. 


While the two pieces were of different types 
obverse, the one schilling piece having large 
tl!’ and corners and the 50 Groschen piece its 
half showing the value of 50 in an elaborate 
square, they nevertheless had the same identi- 
cal reverse design - the double-headed Austrian 
eagle. 


In addition, the two new coins varied only 
slightly in size so that possibilites of con- 
fusion and misuse were present. Soon people 
cheated each other at night, or in dim light, 
by passing halves as ones, and this practice 
became so general that the new 50 Groschen 
piece soon was nicknamed "night schi dls nges 


The Ministry of Finances took an interest in 
the matter and upon due investigation, decided 
to withdraw and destroy the new pieces. Less 
than a month after its first appearance, the 
newly designed 50 Groschen was withdrawn from 
circulation and replaced by a new coin of 
radically different type, particularly the 
eagle.being much smaller than on the famous 
"night schilling'

..» THE CANDLESTICK OF LIBERATION 


In 155*B.C., the Syrian occupying@tonces+of 
ancient Israel had desecrated: the temple of 
Jerusalem. A native rebellion under the lead 
ership of Simon Maccabee managed to put the 
Syrian forces to flight and enter Jerusalem. 


One-ofthe first “acts of the *victormeome gen] 
eral was the reopening of the temple. The 
problem, however, was the absence of suffi- 
cient sacred oil for the lamps. All that 
could be found was just enough for one small 
lamp, and that only for a few hours. But by 
a miracle, the oil lasted for days until the 
Holy Season was over. In memory of this 
miracle, and the liberation of Jerusalen, 
the lamp or candlestick has been used on monu 
ments and coins. 


One form of this lamp, the seven armed Menorai 
is particularly identified with the Chanukah 
legend described above. Later it became a 
symbol of the Jewish State and as such, 15 
shown on Titus' triumphal arch in Rome. Still 
later, during the struggle for freedom under 
the British Mandate, the Menorah became the 
emblem of the militant arm of a rightist grou 
working underground to establish the State off 
Israel. They were called "Revisionists" be- 
cause they wanted to "revise" the boundaries 
of Palestine to include great portions of 
Syria and Jordan as well. 


Although the Menorah has appeared occasional] 
on medals and in a stylized form even on anci 
ent Jewish coins, its appearance in the mod-— 
ern Israeli commemorative series dates only | 
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to 1958 when a gold piece of approximately 
the size of a Gold pound was issued, honor- 
ing the tenth anniversary of Israel. On 

the obverse is the head of Premier David 
Ben-Gurion. On the reverse, the Menorah 

is shown, flanked by two Stars of David. 
Around is the inscription ISRAEL in Hebrew 
and Latin letters, and the date of May 1948, 
as well as two palm branches.
